2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims 1-19 and 46-48 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Yang et al (U.S. 6,258,121 ). 

Note in figures 1 -3, a stent (10) can be coated with hydrophobic and hydrophilic or with any material as claimed and also, capable of 

using the method steps as claimed in claims 46-47, for coating stent (10). 

Claims 20-45 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a plurality of 
flanges define apertures there though and the connector having a crossing member and a plurality of leg members extending from the 
crossing member. 

Claims 1-48 meet die criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus die stent device industrial s^licability because die subject matter 
claimed can be made or used in industry.
